. | The People on Columbus Day. 


It seems:settled that the popular ob- 
servance of Columbus Day, Oct. 21, is 
likely to be the most general of any of 
the centenuials through which we have 
passed. There is no doubt that the 
American people, as a whole, have 
become thoroughiy interested in the 
significance of this 400th anniversary. 

One strong reason for this interest is 
the public school leadership of the 
national celebration, As soon as this 
school leadership was proposed, the 
press of the country began to commend 
the idea; it was received favorably by 
superintendents of education, teachers, 
and thoughtful citizens generally. 

So it came about that the idea proved 
acceptable to everybody. Then it was 
further promoted by the official recog- 
nitions itreceived, The National Edu- 
cational Association adopted it, and 
appointed all the state superintendents 
a committee to carry it out; and a 
special committee with headquarters at 
the Youth’s Companion office, Boston, 
to push the movement and to prepare a 
uniform official program for use in every 
locality. Commander-in-chief Palmer, 
of the grand Army, saw the opportunity 
the plan offered, and issued general 
orders that all the G. A. R. posts in the 
country link themselves with the schools 
in a grand patriotic, unpartisan demon- 
stration on Columbus Day,—assisting 
the schools to raise and salute the flag, 


‘and escorting them in the review. 


Congress finally recognized the move- 
ment by directing the president to pro- 
claim Oct, 21 a holiday to be observed 
by suitable exercises in the schools, 
The proclamation recently issued by the 


president gave emphatic* accent to the: 


school idea, and recommended that the 
people everywhere make it the centre 
of the local observances. 

The official programme, by making 
certain of the day’s exercises uniform 
in all localities, will give the national 
observance an important duty. This 
program is promised for. general publi- 
cation through the press the first week 
in September. Its leading provisions 
are as follows: 

The schools everywhere are to assem- 
ble at the usual hour on the morning of 
Oct. 21. A detail of veterans is ex- 
pected to arrive soon after, and all will 
repair to the yard. The exercises will 
begin with reading of the proclamation. 
Then the flag will be raised by the 
veterans and saluted by all the pupils 
in a brief exercise terminating in the 
song ‘‘My Country, ’tis of Thee.’’ After 
divine acknowledgments, the Song of 
Columbus Day, an original hymn for the 
occasion and set to the old tune of 
“Lyons,” will be sung by all. Follow- 
ing, will be a declamation of the Ad- 
dress for Columbus Day, and a reading 
of the Ode for Columbus Day, both 
original productions for the eccasion. 

Opportunity will then be given for 
whatever additional features local enter- 
prise may provide; and the morning 
observance will end with short addresses 
by citizens, and national songs. 

For the afternoon a Public School 
Review is suggested; or, if there isa 
civic parade, itis urged that the schools, 
escorted by the veterans, be made the 
promibent feature. In the mass meet- 
ing of citizens, with which many places 
will conclude the day, it is proposed 
that among the speeches ample recog- 
nitiom be given to the American system 
of free, universal education as a source 
of American progress and the hope of 
the future. 

The date, the first of. September, for 
the publication of this program is for- 
tunate, for it falls at the opening of 
the term of the majority of the Ameri- 
can schools; and the teachers and 
pupils will be in the mood for an eager 
and spirited undertaking of the cele- 
bration. 

October 21st is less than two months 
distant, but all of this time may be 
used to excellent advantage in prepar- 
ing for the celebration. In undertak- 
ings of this character unavoidable de- 
lays are apt to occur. The schools 
which begin immediately on the work 
which must be done to. make the cele- 
bration a credit to themselves and their 
town, will escape the ‘annoying situa- 
tions likely to arise if everything is left 
until the eleventh hour.—Danvers Mir- 
ror.

River. ‘Raisin’s” at that time brought 
“neighbors” from many miles around, 
and I am told that at this one they came 


-from as for south as Crawford County, 


nyore than forty miles- away, Thomas 
Lincoln came, and with him his boy 
Abe. After the work of the day, in 
which Abe and Dan matched hand- 
spikes many times, a ‘‘rassle’? was sug- 
gested. At first Abe was unwilling to 
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measure arms with Dan, who was six 
feet four and as agile as a panther; but 
when Thomas Lincoln said, ‘Abe, 
rassle ’im,” Abe flung off his coat, and 
the two stood face to face. Four times 
they wrestled, and each time Needham 
was thrown. 

At the close of the fourth round the 
combatants again stood face to face, 
Abe flushed but smiling, Dan trembling 
with anger. However, one glance at 
the honest, good-natured face of his 


-opponent cooled his rage, and, extend- 


ing his rough palm, he said, ‘* Well, I'll 
be !” Ever after this they were 
warm friends. Needham survived Lin- 
coln many years, and though he was a 
strong Democrat, he had nothing but 
good words for Abe. Several of his 
boys still live near the old homestead 
in Spring Point township, Cumberland 
County, Illinois. One daughter, the 
wife of W. P. Davis,—a_ brother of the 
writer,—resides on a farm near Rose- 
land, Nebraska. Uncle Dan, as we 
called him, now sleeps in a quiet church- 
yard hidden away in a deep forest. A 
braver heart never beat; and though 
his life was humble, I am sure that he 
did not lack for a welcome into the 
Eternal City. 


The Dangers of Bicycling. 


Bicyele riding grows in popularity 
with every succeeding season. There 
is good reason for it, because it not 
onfy affords pleasure but invigerates 
the system. It entices a great many 
young people of both sexes into taking 
out-door exercise, which is one of the 
first requisites of good health, and it is 
an excellent sign that so many ladies 
are becoming riders. Itis an admirable 
corrective of their usually sedentary 
lives. Yet with all the excellent re- 
sults that are derived from the bicycle 
there are dangers that should receive 
serious consideration. The develop- 
ment of the machine has thus far been 
very largely in the direction of obtain- 
ing a high-rate of speed. The forma- 
tion of clubs and the holding of meets 
wherein the swiftest riders secure 
valuable prizes have tended to make 
this a predominant idea. 

It is time, however, that more heed 
should be paid to making the machine 
the best possible aid to the wheelman’s 
health. Whoéver has witnessed a trial 
of speed by bicyclers—a sport inf which 
they take infinite delight—cannot fail 
to have noticed that in order to obtain 
the greatest speed the rider is bent 
nearly double over his machine, In- 
deed, this 1s the requisite position 
whenever a rider is desirous of travel- 
ling fast. The necessity of this posi- 
tion is largely owing to the arrange- 
ment of the handles. They are often 
placed so low that the rider is almost 
obliged to bend over in an uncomforta- 
ble manner. The consequence is that 
a severe strain comes upon the lungs 
and heart. In some cases serious re- 
sults may quickly follow from this fact, 
while the tendency must be largely to 
narrow the shoulders and place a strain 
on the heart which may impair its 
strength in after life. The position 
which a bicycle rider must now take if 
he desires speed is an unnatural one. 
Both heart and lungs are cramped, and 
though they may not, as ageneral rule, 
suffer serious immediate injury, they 
do not receive the benefit that ought 
to be derived from vigorous out-door 
exercise. It is tobe noted, however, 
that the fault is not wholly that of the 
bicycle. There is no doubt but the low, 
forward position assists in speed. But 
on most machines seats and.-handles 
can be so adjusted that the riders can 
sit erect. But riders, especially young 
ones, are anxious to.. imitate the

In order to be a true promoter of 
health, which is the chief value of the 
bicycle, the handles should be brought 
furtherup in frent of the rider, so as 
to obviate the stooping posture. Then 
the action of the body would be more 
natural, its development would be more 
equal, and the gain to health far greater. 
Is it not time to make the bicycle a 
health-giver instead of a sporting 
machine? Better less speed and more 
health.—Boston Journal].

Everybody is heartily sick 
of it, and in Andover everybody is so 
heartily. in love and sympathy with 
Prof. Smyth that they could see noth- 
ing in the charges but rank persecution 
of the head of the faétlty. 

Like all persecutions, the end of this 
has shown out the strong personality 
of the person attacked, and in this case 
Prof. Smyth has grown deeper into the 
affections of a rapidly increasing num- 
ber of believers in progressive chris- 
tianity, for which he has stood so nobly 
and almost singly. 


People’s Lecture Course. 


The committee have decided to make 
an experiment this year of selling the 
choice of seats for this popular course at 
auction. This is not done to increase the 
receipts but to see if this method will be 
more satisfactory to the majority, and to 
equalize matters by allowing those who 
have the very best seats to pay in propor- 
tion to the advantages they receive. In- 
cidentally the proceeds will be increased 
to some extent, and -foresecing this a 
larger amount than usual has been ex- 
pended for talent. 

In this connection the eommittee would 
call the attention of the public to the 
fact that because this course is given at 
a low price the idea was obtained, to somé 
extent, that it is a cheap course, and the 
wish is sometimes expressed that more 
costly lectures and concerts be arranged 
for, and the price of tickets be made two 
dollars or more. The facts, are, however, 
that because the course is called the 
‘People’s Course,’’ and the tickets are 
sold at such a low price, the management 
are able to secure for it about the same 
talent that it could get for a two-dollar 
course, as the lecturers and entertainers 
come for a less sum than would have to 
be paid them were the tickets sold for 
such prices as are charged elsewhere for 
courses of tbe same merit. For instance 
George W. Cable is to appear in the 
course this scason. He will also be in 
courses where the prices are two, three, 
and four times the price charged for 
tickets to the People’s Course. 

Circulars will soon be issued, giving 
full particulars of the course, sale of 
tickets, etc., and it is hoped that the pro- 
gramme will meet the approval of the 
people. 


Draper Hall Completed. 


The beautiful building which sprang 
from the brain of Miss McKeen and from 
the liberality of the gentleman after 
whom it is named, will be substantially 
finished to-morrow night. The best of 
weather and the most efficient of over- 
sight and workmanship have alone made 
possible the finishing of eighteen rooms 
in six weeks. Itis hoped that the new 
electric apparatus will be ready to test 
on Saturday night. It will differ from 
the old in the substitution of 110° volt 
lamps exclusively for the 100°-volt lamps 
hitherto used. By the introduction of 
a 150 ampere switch the full power of the 
old dynamo is utilized without peril. 
The Trustees will now be able, should 
they desire, to connect the fixtures with 
the wires in Abbot Academy at only the 
extra cost of cables between: the latter 
building and Draper Hall. They are 
devoutly thankful that no accident has 
occurred to mar the work, and will be 
always grateful to architect, contractor, 
lather, plasterer, heater; plumber, tinner, 
painter, and electrician who in conjunc- 
tion with the loyal employees of the Acad- 
emy and the enthusiastic workmen of 
Lowell, Lawrence, and Andover have 
made an interior ample enough to wel- 
come even the pupils of the new Abbot 
and the new principal.

Smyth or of the trustees any adequate 
ground for dismissing the complaint, 
feels compelled to over-rule each and 
every one of the exceptions raised as 
incapable of sufficient support.’ Dr, 
Walker then went on to state the rea- 
sons for dismissal as follows: 


But while giving its attention to and 
its judgment upon these exceptions, so 
as to prevent any misapprehension as _ to 
the board’s understanding of its powers 
and of the legal positions of this case in 
reference thereto, the visitors feel that 
there are larger and moral questions in- 
volved in its further consideration which 
must decide the course of the board. 
This board is bound to have in view not 
merely any immediate and particular 
case but the wider welfare of this insti- 
tution considered in‘its relations to the 
work it is established to do. The best 
interests of the seminary are to be para- 
mount. It does not follow that because 
the case may legally proceed it ought to 
proceed. It must be remembered that 
this amended complaint was dated Noy. 
8, 1886, and that the burden of said com- 
plaint claimed that the resdondent held 
and maintained certain alleged errors 
nearly six years ago, An adverse decis- 
ion would now merely assert that to have 
beena fact. The present condition of 
affairs is not involved in the specific 
question at issue, It can not be assumed 
that a complaint framed at the present 
would be either in form or substance 
identical with the one now before us. 
Perhaps also the allegations themselves 
(not being framed under the eye of the 
visitors, as it may be they ought to have 
been ina case where the visitors were 
the responsible party in a visitorial pro- 
cedure) were not entirely adapted to the 
end in view. 

It has a moral bearing also, that upon 
the former hearing upon verbally the 
same complaint then made against five 
professors alike, and upon the same evi- 
dence in all the ¢ases, four of the accused 
were not convicted but one was cun- 
demned (the present respondent), That 
this infelicity arose from a conjunction 
of circumstances within the board itself 
does not affect the bearing of the fact. 
The conditions of that result have never 
been generally understood, and a neces- 
sary and inevitable prejudice was awak- 
ened against the equity and reasonable- 
ness of the adjudication made.

The visitors are not disposed to ignore 
the great trust to which they have been 
called. They have been charged by the 
will of the founders with grave responsi- 
bility. While empowered to examine 
into all departments of this institution 
and to rectify any misadministration 
which they may find by comparing such 
administration with the statutes, the 
character of the doctrina] teaching lies 
at the foundation of the seminary, The 
founders prescribed the creed, prepared 
with the greatest care, whose system of 
truth as held by themselves they deter- 
mined should be forever maintained 
identically the same, and for the teach- 
ing of which they gave large endowment. 
They provided that all persons appointed 
to teach upon their foundations, and de- 
riving support therefrom, should con- 
form to the doctrinal system thus es- 
tablished. This system is a standard of 
the seminary. The visitors are held to 
its maintenance in their official action, 
and are required to see that all inculca- 
tions of professors and all instruction in 
the class room conform thereto. 

It is agreed by professors and trustees 
alike that it is the duty of the visitors to 
make full visitatorial investigations at 
proper times and in lawful methods, and 
itis agreed that the direct visitatorial 
poner isample. This board is glad to 

1ave been so repeatedly aud emphatically 

assured in the public procedures of this 
hearing by representatives of the trus- 
tees as well as by the representative of 
the president of the faculty of an unhesi- 
tating welcome and of all possible aid 
whenever it shall enquire into the spirit, 
i methods and substance of instruc- 
ion. 

The complainants have never asked 
redress for any personal wrong. It ap. 
pears that their original purpose was 
solely to lay before the visitors informa- 
tion which might suggest the propriety 
and need of particular examination by 
the visitors themselves. And that these 
brethren were by unexpected circum- 
strnces reluctantly made formal. com- 
plainants, in which capacity they have 
exhibited under very trying ‘circum- 
stances a conscientious devotion to their 
Christian convictions deserving the high- 
est respect. The task has been a labo- 
rious and thankless one. No wrong, 
however, will be done to them nor. will 
their labors have: been useless should 
they be relieved from the further prose- 
cution of this complaint. 

To some extent the present complaint 
operates as a barrier to that more direct 
and current supervision of the affairs of 
the seminary as a whole which has been 
indicated as a duty recognized by the 
visitatorial board and especially to those 
amicable methods that should precede 
all others. Such more immediate and

Whittier’s late home, were tolled, when 
the news of his death was received there. 


PROFESSOR SMYTHE LOYAL. 
The Long Drawa Out Andover Heresy 
Case Dismissed at Last. 


ANDOVER, Mass.,Sept. 7.—The attempt to 
reopen the Andover case by instituting a 
new trial of the old charges against Pro- 
fessor Smythe hag ended in the dismissal 
of the case by the board of visitors. The 
adjourned meeting of the visitors, trus- 
tees and other parties at interest was held 
here. Rev. Dr. Walker, chairman of 
the board of visitors, read'a long decision 
which, after overruling the legal objections 
raised last Thursday against the lawful- 
ness of a new trial, proceeded to dismiss 
the case on the following grounds: 

First—The complaint is six years old and 
does not deal with the present state of things. 

Second—The trustees and Professor Smythé 
have repeatedly and emphatically assured the 
visitors that the most thorough investigation, 
regularly and properly conducted, would be 
welcome. The visitors believe that the best 
interests of the seminary do not require the 
reopening of the case. 

Third—The Christian public cannot be made 
to understand the equity or reasonableness of 
condemning Professor Smythe after the four 
other professors have been acquitted on the 
same charges and the same evidence. 

Fourth—The complainants have never 
claimed any personal grievance and no wrong 
will be done them by dismissing the case. 

Fifth—Professor Smythe, since those pro- 
ceedings-began, has again subscribed to the 
creed of the seminary; “and this learned and 
Christian gentleman must be supposed to have 
taken it intelligently. 


A BREAK IN THE RANKS. 


Homestead Strikers Going Back to Work. 
Schoolteachers Under the Ban. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Sept. 6.—A_ break in 
the ranks of the locked-out men occurred 
here yesterday, and upward of 100 re- 
turned to work. The majority were labor- 
ers of the foreign element, but a number 
were formerly employedin the mechanical 
department and went back to their old 
positions, ‘ 

A new phase of the strike developed yes- 
terday, due to which a number of school 
children were kept home from school this 
morning because two of the teachers are 
daughters of an Amalgamated association 
man who wearied of the strike and re- 
turned to work, 

The teachers are Misses Mary and Annie 
Bailey, daughters of William F. Bailey, 
chief engineer of the Carnegie mills, and 
they are emphatic in saying that they will 
hold their positions to the last. The 
locked out parents of the school children 
are just as firm in insisting that the two 
teachers must resign. 


BERGMANN INDICTED. 


Charges Enough Against Him to Give 
- Him Thirty Years in Jail. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 7.—The grand jury have 
found true bills against Alexander Berg- 
mann, the anarchist who attempted to as- 
sassinate Frick. Six indictments were re- 
returned, three for entering a building 
with felonious intent and one each for 
felonious shooting, assault and battery 
and carrying a concealed weapon. If con- 
victed upon all the counts and given the 
extreme penalty of the law he will undergo 
an imprisonment of thirty years, 


Silver-Tongued Orator is Dead. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 6.—Daniel Dough- 
erty, the silver-tongued orator, died at his 
residence in this city shortly after 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. Dough- 
erty’s death was due to nervous prostra- 
tion which affected his brain. He has been 
sick for several months past, but was re- 
cently thought to be recovering by the at- 
tending physician. A change for the worse 
came Sunday night, and he sank steadily 
until death resulted. Only the immediate 
members of the family were present, in- 
cluding his son, D. Webster Dougherty, 
the well-known attorney. 


Tried to Kill His Wife. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 8. — Daniel 
Gill, living on Ferry street, tried to mur- 
der his wife last. evening by cutting her 
throat with a pocket-knife. He had been 
drinking heavily, and, finding her in the 
company of two men, he followed her into 
the back yard, where he attacked her. 
Several women, attracted by the woman’s 
cries, seized Gill and prevented his doing 
further harm to the woman, who will 
probably recover. 


A Mean Way to Advertise. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 7.—The hauling down 
of the United States flag outside of the 
Queen’s theatre Monday night is now 
stated to have beena fake concocted by 
the management of the ‘White Squad- 
ron’ company. Detective Gross says he 
bas an affidavit from one man declaring 
that he was paid to pull down the flag. 


A Sensible Move. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Sept. 7.—The alder- 
men, unanimously voted last evening to 
allow the water board to spend $20,000 
toward securing a better water supply. 
The money will be spent in building a 
filtering gallery, as reeommended by the 
‘state board of health. 


; Excitement Dying Out. 

NEw. York, Sept. 7.—There is an appar- 
ent lullin the progress of the plague, 
which the health authorities have thus far 
succeeded in confining to the lower bay.

CHAMPION CORBETT $100 Given Away! FALL 


Knocks Sullivan Out in the 
Twenty-first Round. 


The Ex-Champion Badly Punished While 
the Californian Comes Out Without a 
Scratch—Dixon and McAuliffe Win in 
Their Respective Classes. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 8.—The excitement 
that prevailed: in this city yesterday has 
had ‘no parallel since the Italian assassina- 
tion eighteen months ago. There was no 
subject discussed in any quarter save the 
event—the fight between James J. Corbett 
of California and John L, Sullivan of Bos- 
ton,for the heavyweight championship of 
the world, a purse of #25,000, given by the 
Olympic Athletic club, and a side bet of 
$10,000 each. 

Both pugilists were known to, be in 
prime condition, and the greatest fight of 
the series was looked forward to with 
keen anticipation. 

Ex-Mayor Guillot, master of ceremonies, 
entered the ring a few minutes later and 
made a speech, warning the spectators 
that they must be careful not to violate 
any rule of the club. 

Sullivan was the first of the fighters to 
enter the riug. He was dressed in green 
trunks and black shoes and socks. He 
looked in perfect condition. 

Corbett fellowed a moment later, look- 
ing pale and finely drawn beside his bulky 
antagonist. He wore an air of confi- 
dence, however, smiled, and nodded to ac- 
quaintances around the ring, though he 
was said by some people to be a little 
nervous, 

Captain Barrett stepped to the center of 
the ring and presented Professor John 
Duffy with a silver ice bowl and ladle. 

Professor John Donaldson of Chicago, 
Patsy Cardiff’s old trainer,and Billy Dela- 
ney of San Francisco were announced as 
Corbett’s seconds, with Bat Masterson as 
timekeeper; Charley Johnson and Jack 
McAuliffe of Brooklyn as seconds for John 
L.; Frank Moran of Bridgeport, Conn., 
timekeeper. 

The gloves were weighed and found to 
be according to law, und they were given 
to the fighters. 

In this parley, which was held in the 
center of the ring, Corbett looked entirely 
out-classed in point of build, though his 
friends relied upon his.cleverness to win the 
battle. The “pivot” blow and back-heeling 
were barred by mutual consent, and 
the men agreeing to fight fairly were 
sent. to their corners to get ready for the 
fray. 

The battle commenced at 9:10. 

The first twenty rounds were character- 
ized by Corbett outfighting Sullivan all 
the way through. Sullivan’s blows 
missed dozens of times and Corbett’s dis- 
play of strength, science and agility was 
something wonderful. 

Round Twenty-first and Last. 

Sullivan led with his left,but every blow 
was weak. Hoth sparred for wind, Both 
then exchanged lefts. Jim landed his left 
on John’s stomach. Corbett rushed Sulli- 
van to the ropes, knocking him all around 
the ring. Corbett knocked Sullivan down 
with a terrible right-hand swing. The 
champion tried to respond, but could not 
getup. Sullivan was then counted out 
and Corbett was given the fight. 

Corbett came out of the fight without a 
scratch. The crowd went wild. Sullivan 
was badly punished and bleeding like a 
beef. The ovation that the Californian re- 
ceived was something tremendous. 

James J. Corbett of California was de- 
elared winner in the twenty-first round, 
and declared champion heavyweight pugi- 
list. of the world. 

Sullivan’s seconds had to come to him 
and assist him to his feet. Even then 
John L. did not know, what was going on. 
It was not for over two minutes that John 
L. recovered himself. When he did come 
to, he looked up at Jack McAuliffe, who 
was fanning him with a towel, and after 
opening ‘his eyes half-way, or as far as he 
could, he said in his more than ordinary 
boot-leg voice, “Say, amin I licked? Did that 
young fellow do it?”’ 

McAuliffe sorrowfully admitted that 
that was thecase. John did not say any 
more until Corbett came over and shook 
hands with him. John got up, took Cor- 
bett’s hand, and then spoketo the crowd. 
“Gentlemen.” said the ex-champion, “I 
am only glad that the championship has 
been won by an Ameriean.’’ 


Dixon is Still Champion. 

NEw ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—George Dixon, 
the colored champion featherweight pugi- 
list, still retains his title. The fight be 
tween Jack Skelly of Brooklyn, the’ ex- 
champion featherweight, and George 
Dixon (colored) of Boston, last night,for the 
professional championship of the world, a 
purse of $7500 and a side bet of $5000, re- 
sulted in the Boston boy’s favor. The 
match. was for the biggest money ever 
contested for by men of this class. Eight 
rounds settled the contest. 


McAuliffe’s Victory. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 6.—Lightweight 
Jack McAuliffe whipped Billy Myer, the 
“Cyclone,” at the Olympic club meeting. 
He is champion of the world and wins 
a purse of $}0,000 and a stake of $5000. 
Fifteen rounds settled it. 


Lewiston Man Missing. 

LEWISTON, Me., Sept. 8.—Michael Keat- 
ing, aged 48, married, left his home here, 
accompanied by his bull dog,last Monday, 
and has not been seen since. The dog re- 
turned, wet and muddy. The canal and 
river have been dragged, but no trace of 
Keating has been found. 


Dark Horse Won the Race. 

WooNsOcKET, R. L., Sept. 5.—After 
nearly a year of anxious waiting, hoping 
and praying, the three prominent aspir- 
ants for the local postmastership have 
been shelved and a “dark horse’’—Charles 
N. Brown—has been decided upon as the 
proper man for the $2400 berth. 


To Rush Into Politics. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Crounse of the treasury department 
expects to relinquish his office next week, 
when he will goto Nebraska to enter the 
gubernatorial campaign. His resignation 
was sent to Secretary Foster and by him 
transmitted to the president.

A Paradoxical Animal. 

One of the most peculiar creatures 
known to the.student of oddities in 
natural history is the ornithorhyn- 
chus of Australia, that ‘‘land of in- 
verted order.” It lays eggs like a 
bird, suckles its young like other 
mammals, and in general appear- 
ance and habits resembles the beaver 
of this country and Europe. One 
variety of the ornithorhynchus is 
covered with hair, has webbed feet 
and a bill likea duck. Another and 
a larger species has a large hooked 
bill like a curlew, but in all other re- 
spects (except its peculiar egg laying 
habits) is a perfect portupine, quills 
and all! 

The first specimens of this curiotis 
creature sent to the United States 
were consigned to the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, New York, 
in 1884. A year later Professor H. 
A. Ward, the great Rochester (N. Y.) 
naturalist, secured thirty fine speci- 
mens of little ornithorhynchi, which 
he says ‘‘are the most paradoxical 
products of a paradoxical country.” 
—St. Louis Republic. 


Rattan Comes from Singapore. 

Strange as it may seem many peo- 
ple imagine that rattan and willow 
furniture are the same. Rattan is 
the Chinese importation, brought 
direct from Singapore, and is reed 
susceptible of bending double with- 
out even cracking. It possesses, be- 
sides this, great firmness and strength, 
and a chair of rattan could be thrown 
from an express train and picked up 
intact. Rattan is therefore used for 
such articles as baskets and lighter 
ornamental furniture. Each has its 
use, the rattan, however, being bet- 
ter adapted for working up into in- 
tricate designs, so eagerly sought in 
modern artistic furniture.—New Or- 
leans Picayune.
